The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the special technical 
features of a method of connecting two conduits by utilizing steps of removal of material 
and cleaning are not required by the special features of the article which is directed to 
specific structure of a corrugated pipe assembly. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

Figures 1, 5, 6, and 7

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons: each species has it's own special 
technical features which are drawn to the differences between the species and sets 
forth different embodiments based upon those differing special technical features.
